Mrs,
Reed, 1n a private letter to her
father, Rev, J, L, Grove, says:
“The house stands on a steep
ndge of Lebanon and overlooks
the conntry to Beirut and the
sea, The wiew 1= magnificent.
Weanever tireof it. Though 1
had often heard that Syrin was a
wild stony land, I had no 1dea
that 1t was really so wild st is,
It 18 wilder and rougher than the
roughest part of Falton county
that I have ever seen,

“To reach our housse, it requir-
g8 about & ten-minutes climb
from the nearest carriage road.
The house 18 a very substantial
one of stone—plain, but very com
fortable, The little parlor has
an organ and a book-case with a
few standard works and many
volumes of 'Century’, ‘Youths’
Compenion’, “St. Nicholas’, ‘Lit
tle Kolks', ete. Mary is charmed
to find so many nice stories.

There1s a large cistern here
with good cool water. Itis such
a comfort just to pump the cool,
good water and drink 1t without
the trouble of filtering and cool
ing a8 we must do in Egypt
Franline went to Jerusalem, and
justarnved yesterday, and the
children are starting in lessons
sgain.

There are 718 miles ot tollroads
in the state of Pennsylvania, sc-
cording to the Pennsylvama Toll-
road Commission, We doubt 1of
this can be matcehed 1o all the rest
of the United States put wogether.
This is the only large State that |
retains many tollroads. Mary-
land, a much smaller State, is
probably second n this unfa\ or-
abledistinctionof privately owned |
highways,

Beventy five years ago all the
principal highways were toll-
roads. As the States have ad
vanced in wealth and population
t.hey have, one after another,
made their highways free. Pann-
sylvania has not kept up with
this movement and stil retamns
many tollroads. Now that the
Republican party in the State has
declared for their abolition, and
a State Commission has devised
a way to do 1t, ik 18 inevitable that
the toligate will not be able to
Inger and reproach us by its
presence mutch longer.

The 718 mles of tollroads, 1if
strung together, would make two
highways clear across the State
owned by private parties, levying
road taxes every few miles, and
not kept in first-class condition,
as the commssion reports and
common experience atlests.
Some of the most frequently
traveled tollroads in the country
around Philadelphia are kept in
fairly good condition, but the cost
of using them 1s excessive and
the great number of the toligates
are a source of great annoyance,
“The Press" long ago raised the
ery that these tollgates should go
and now they are going.

A rich and progressive State
hike Pennsylvamia should have
good ghways runomg in every
direction, and all of them free,
The progress of the good roads
movement fu this State has been
checked and hmited by the fact
that the tollroads occupied the
min hlghm ronte inalarge

GETTING READY FOR THE 4TH.

State Has Distribuled Quaniities of Anti-
Tetanus Serum for Victims.
Free to the Poor.

Iealth Commissioner Dixon
plans to fight for the lves of
poor children of Pennsylvania
who may be in danger of tetanus,
by distributing anti-tetanus ser:
um free of charge to such needy
ones as may ba injored by explos
ives on July 4,

The serum will be distriboted
at forty-two pomnts throughout
Pennsylvania, chosen by reason
ot their accessibility,. The dan-
ger ol tetanus from explosive
wounds is vory great, as the ap-
palling sacritice of lives in the
past shows, If, promptly after
the wound is recewved, the injured
one 18 trexted with 1mmunizing
doses of anti-tetanus serum, the
danger of lockjaw developing Is
warded off, just as diphtheria an-
ti toxin is used to protect chil-
dren who have been exposed to
that disease, That no poor child
in Pennsylvania shall die for want

{of this preventive treatment, 1s

the purpose of Health Commis.
sioner Dixon,

These tetanus anti toxin sta-
tions will furnmish the serum on
the application of a physician who
certifies that it 18 for the use of
an mdigent case, The doctor al-
so agrees to furnish the State De
partment of Health with a chuoi-
cal report of the case for tabula-
tion and study.

The anti-tetanus serum will be
given out by the State from the
following near-by points: Leshe
W. Seylar, McCUonuellshurg; .
W. Jordan, Bedford, and 1. E,
Steel, Huntangdon.

Dr. Dixon Pleased.

Dr. Samuel G, Dixon, Commis-
sioner of the State Department
| of Health, after making a person-
al examipation of the tuberculo-
sis and cancer research work
that has been done at the Uni-
vaersity of Pennsylvama, declared
himself as well pleased with the
results. Dr. Dixon said:

“The commission in deeply 1m-
pressed with the favorable effects
produced by the organic products
used ou certain apimals aflicted
with cancer,

“At precent we can only hope
that some remedial agent may
have been discovered, but the ex-
periments are undoubtedly grat
fying, and they may mean that
we are at last on the right track
in our efforts to combat this ter-
rble and consantly incréasing
malady. )

“We are also making salislac
tory progress in the refining of
the treatment of consumption.
The prodect made 1n the labora-
tories has been used with encour-
aging success for several years
at the State sanatorinm at Mount
Alto,."
